There are more children in 
the country; more of them are attending school; the schools 
have become better in every way. The schools are costing 
more because the value of the dollar has depreciated.^ school 
costing twice as much per pupil now as in 1913 is in reality 
costing no more now than it did then. In fact, the cost of edu- 
caton per pupil in average-daily attendance increased only 
65.5 per cent from 1913 to 1920. The cost of living increased 
"100 per cent during this time. Is it fair to assume that when 
living costs increase, the cost of education must remain sta- 
tionary? A sliving costs increase, teachers must be paid larger 
salaries. Fuel is costing more. It costs more to erect and re- 
pair school buildings. 


Of course the .schools, are costing more. So are other city, 


country and state, governmental departments costing more. 
Isn't it sboutHime. the illogical'arguments about the in- 
creased cost of education cease?

Farragut was born in Noxville, Tenn., 
in 1801. At the age of seven years he 
was adopted by Commander Porter. 
Two years later he entered the naval 
academy as a midshipman. In 1864 
he was made vice admiral in the navy 
and in 1866 -he became admiral. 
Ho 


was the first man to hold this position 
in the American navy. 
He served in 


the War of "1812 
and in the Mexican 


War, having'a very good record 
in 


both. 
He died in 
Portsmouth 
in 


1870. 


The Lafayette school, on Lafayette 


road, was named .for the 
Marquis 


deLafayette, who came through Ports- 
mouth by way of the road which now 
bears his name. 
Lafayette was born, 


in 1757, In France. He took part In 
the 'American War of Independence 
and was one of the earliest leaders in 
the French Revolution. He was cap- 
tured by the Austrians in 1702 and re- 
leased by Napoleon In 1797. 
He 


helped in raising Louis Philippe to 
the throne in 1830, but wa—s later op- 
posed to his government. He died in 
1834. 


The Franklin school was named for 


Benjamin Franklin, who was born, in 
Boston in 1706. In 1723 he settled in 
Philadelphia, Penn. He was appoint- 
ed deputy postmaster-general Cor the 
colonies in 1753 and in 1757 he was 
sent to England as the agent of the 
colony of Pennsylvania, whece he re- 
mained for five years. 
He had many 


other experiences abroad and in 1787 
he helped frame the Constitution of 
the United States. He died the 17th 
of April, 1700, at the age of 84.
